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extends up to the mountains ranges and 
I out upon the high and rolling plains to 
the eastward beyond the reach of the 
eye. Farther south are tho Mexicans 
who have been engaged for many years 
in this business, and who have such ac­ 
quired from one to two million of dollars. 
Tho sheep belong originally to the Chih­ 
uahua (Old Mexican) stock, and are us­ 
ually graded with Merino. 
They were 
I first introduced, so it is said, by the Fran­ 
ciscan mouks over two hundred years 
ago. 
It costs yearly from lifteen cents to 
fifty 
fKT 
beati 
to 
keep 
the 
sheep. 
The 
amouut 
varying according to the size of the 
Hocks. It was a picturesque sight to 
watch tim herders standing near the 
sheep, which would be scattered about 
thousands in each group iu the broad 
valleys or on the sides of tho mountains. 


I Sometimes they would bo seen slowly 
I driving their Hocks over the undulating 
I ground, or down tho steep slopes, to 
fresher grazing spots. They with their 
sheep, presented to me the tirst of hun­ 
dreds of various scenes purely Asiatic iii 
all their essential features, afterwards 
observed in New Mexico and Arizona. 
Before you arrive at the 
southern 
bonedry of Colorado, you begiu to see 
the evidences that you are approaching a 
region where exists a civilization defer­ 
ent from the one you have left behind in 
“the States.” Spanish names with Latin 
roots and endings are applied to tho 
places where you stop, and to the peaks 
and ranges of mountains near you; small 
and square buildings, whoso walls arc 
made of sun-dried brick, and whoso mud 
roofs are Hat, occasionally appear in the 
ravines cud out ou the open prairies; aud 
the burrow, a small donkey, is frequently 
seen feeding by himself or driven along, 
carrying a heavy load on his back. 
In 
the car in which I was riding up the as­ 
cent to the Baton pass, I had my first 
near sight of a native Mexican and his 
wife. They remained with us for several 
hours. They were evidently wealthy, and 
people of standing in New Mexico. The 
man presented in his countenance the 
types of the three races—the Castilian, 
the Moorish, aud the indian, the last in 
the least prominence. He had a shrewd, 
sol hi aud business-air look, and was su­ 
perior rn form aud intelligence to his av­ 
erage countrymen, thousands of whom I 
subsequently met. The woman had some 
of the Spanish features, but mainly the 
pure ludiau. Her skin was a dark brown, 
(‘yes anil hair very black, head and 
ace quite small, cheek bones large, 
body somewhat diminutive iu 
size, 
aud a languid and listless expression 
rested 
continually 
ou her 
counte­ 
nance, except when she would, now aud 
then, glance about with a quick and 
half-spiteful motion of the eye. She was 
a fair representative of the many Mexican 
women whom I saw iii the villages and 
cities farther to the southwest. Nearly 
all those in whom is the Indian blood, 
perhaps umety-niue one-hundredths of 
them have the saddest, most forlorn and 
fixed countenance I have ever seen. Bare­ 
ly do they seem to be lighted up with any 
smiles or cheerfulness. Accustomed to 
hard work, treated by their husbands 
with little affection, furnished with but 
few facilities for lessening the labor in 
their mud-wall homes, and debauched by 
tho vices of the country under the Span­ 
ish rule for two centuries, they generally 
present a degradation most painful to be­ 
hold. 
Our train, with many puffs of the 
steam and the straining of the energies 
locked up in two immense engines, 
climbs the steep grade nearly to tho top 
of the Baton mountains, a spur which 
shoots out enthroned from tho main range 
of the Bookies into tho plains. We pass 
in quick motion around the graceful 
“phantom curve,” over the ground where 
the celebrated “switch-back" arrangement 
was formerly used in 
ascending the 
mountains, and then dash into the tun­ 
nel through which you pass these heights 
and emerge into New Mexico. If you 
ever travel this road, by all means stop 
here, and leisurely walk over the crest of 
this Baton range, and pursue your jour­ 
ney by the next train. Bayard Taylor 
said tho finest mountain view in Ameri­ 
ca is seen from this point. Nearly all the 
highest peaks in the Booky mountains 
are in sight—within the boundaries of 
the horizon which stretches out over 
snow-crowned ranges aud long swells in 
the plaius, in most directions, a hundred 
and fifty to a hundred aud seventy-five 
miles.

W ash in gton , June l l —In their disap­ 
pointment over the virtual defeat of the 
5 per cent bill, the Wisconsin representa­ 
tives extract some ^satisfaction from the 
fact that their State is indebted to the 
general government in a sum nearly as 
large as it would receive should the bill 
beoome a law, aud can withhold payment 
thereof, At the breaking out of the war, 
Congress levied a war tax for war pur­ 
poses on the several States, and Wiscon­ 
sin accepted the terms and began equip­ 
ping troops, the arrangement being that 
whatever expense {was incurred should 
be credited ou the war tax. The govern­ 
ment never made a demand for tho bal­ 
ance due, about $300,(HJO, and the debt 
has been forgotten. A few months ago 
tbeState officials made their usual demand 
for the amouut due the school fund from 
the proceeds of the sales of government 
lands in Wisconsin, and were coolly told 
that the amouut would be credited on 
the war tax. 
Governor Smith disputed 
the right of the secretary to violate a 
plain provision of law aud said his State 
I 
was able and willing to pay every dollar 
of its indebtedness. 
He presented the 
idea that the government need not resort 
to sharp practice to get its due, and pro­ 
tested against depriving the school fund 
of its legitimate dues. 
The State Legis- I 
lature, which met shortly after, failed to J 
make provision for the extinguishment 
of the war debt balance, and several of 
the Wisconsin delegation in Congress 
are now glad it did not. If the Secretary 
of the Interior must needs resort to 
sharp practice to get the balance of the 
Wisconsin war tax, he may as well credit 
the State with the amount due on mili­ 
tary warrants.

A Trip into the Kooky Moun­ 
tains. 


NO. FOUR. 
Oil awaking in the morning after leav­ 
ing La Junta, I found that the traiu was 
winding along under the foothills of the 
mountains to the South of Trinidad. Tho 
massive granite rocks and the bold sides 
of these outlying ridges, were seen on 
both sides of the track. Small evergreen 
trees are scattered about everywhere iu 
the ravines aud on the hill tops. The 
first impression made by this scenery in 
the dim light of the early dawn, was 
most agreeable. The long ride of the 
previous day over the almost level and 
treeless plaius, had prepared the mind to 
enjoy keenly the change to tho narrow 
valleys and high elevations, with their 
constant varying forms aud sharp con­ 
trasts in tho colors which they present. 
Fisher’s Peak is the first mountain that 
appeared in sight. It towered above us* 
to the East, yet not sufficiently to retain 
only slight streaks of snow on its top. It 
has some of the features of the highest 
points seen in the mountains farther 
south, and detached from the principal 
range. 
These are the perpendicular 
cliffs of dark gray rocks at their summits, 
and the tendency of these rocks to form 
an immense cube crowuiug each peak. 
It was too dark to catch a view of the 
Spanish peaks, these lofty sentinels of 
the Booky mountains of this region, 
when the train was nearest to them at 
Trinidad. On ascending tho northern 
slope of the Baton rauge, some thirty 
miles distant to the south, I came in full 
sight of them for a few moments. 
They 
appeared at the further end of a valley, 
which 
opened 
between some lower 
mountains 
near 
the traiu of cars. 
From this 
point 
they 
seem 
to 
rise witli very abrupt sides, as two mag­ 
nificent towers which inclines slightly 
toward the East, and lifts their heads far 
above the groups of the rounded-top 
mountains in their vicinity. 
The suow 
which covered them completely slimes 
with dazzling silver brightness in the 
clear sunlight of the morning. 
Around 
their base was lingering rich purple color 
with borders of faint brown, so peculiar 
to these mountains when seen lying par­ 
tially in their shadows. 
The striking 
grandeur of the view first answers in my 
mind the emotions of exultant joy, which 
was soon followed by tho more permanent 
state of reverential awe* The picture of 
these isolated heights, pointing like fin­ 
gers toward tho mid heavens, was so dis­ 
tinctly impressed upon my sight even in 
the brief glimpse which I hail of them, 
that it would reappear for days after­ 
wards with its clear outlines aud minute- 
est shadwwiuga of brilliant colors. 
I 
subsequently liad several views of these 
IH*aks from a different direction, but none 
of them was so satisfactory as that en­ 
joyed from this point. 
We are now in the great slieep-raising 
district of the mouutams. 
Hereabouts 
as many as tw*o millions of sheep, it is 
estimated, are feeding, at nil seasons of 
tim year, u | k>u the greeu or dry gramma 
grass. The pasturage for these animals

The Order of the Buried Alive, in 
Rome, the Convent of the Sepolte Vive, 
is a remnant of the middle ages in the 
life of to-day. Tho London Queen's 
correspondent had the privilege of an 
entrance within, one after another, of 
the five iron doors, and talking with the 
mother superior 
through

swathing or a woolen veil, but ordinary 
communication with the convent is car­ 
ried on through the “ barrel,” which 
fills an opening in the wall. Over the 
barrel is written: “ Who will live con­ 
tented within these walls let her leave 
at the gate every earthly care.” You 
knock at the barrel, which turns slowly 
around till it shows a section like that 
of an orange from which one of the 
quarters has been cut. You speak to 
the invisible Sister, who asks your will; 
and she answers you in go<>d Italian 
and cultivated intonation. 
You hear 
the voice quite distinctly, but us if it 
were far, far away. She is really sep­ 
arated from you only by a slender slice 
of wood, but she is absolutely invisible. 
Not the smallest ray of lipnt, not the 
smallest chink, is visible between yoa 
and her. 
Sound travels through the 
barrier, but sight is absolutely excluded. 
These nuns live on charity, keeping two 
Lents in this year—one from November 
to Christmas," the other the ordinary 
Lent of Catholic Christendom. Living, 
therefore, on charity, they may eat 
whatever is given to them, saying 
always “flesh meat” during the fasting 
time."

Menagerie.

What do the animals do at night? 
Everybody who has over visited a uien- 
| agene must have observed that the 
I animals during show hours manifest 
such an overwhelming sleepiness as to 
1 suggest that the only time they have for 
real rest is when they are under the 
J eyes of the public. 
It seems to be 
; necessary for keepers and attendants to 
I go along in front of their cages mo- 
I mentarily, prodding them with sticks, 
, jabbing them with pieces of iron, or 
I animating them with cowhides to keep 
; them awake, and when the bold trainers 
spring in among them, with much clat­ 
ter of iron doors, foot stamping, and 
ejaculating of “ Iii! there,” even the 
most savage brutes are wont to look as 
if they resented the intrusion as a 
breaking of their rest, rather than as an 
aggravating temptation to a change of 
diet. 
Do they, then, never get sleep 
enough? A curious reporter took ii into 
his head to endeavor to do something 
tow ani settling that question, a few 
nights ago, by watching the animals for 
some time after the thousands of specta­ 
tors at the show had left the building. 
Slowly the crowd passed out into the 
•trout, lazily watched as they went bv a 
sturdy old lion, who pretended to be 
asleep, 
but kept ojiening an 
eye 
stealthily now and then until quiet suc­ 
ceeded 
the 
tramp 
and 
shuffle 
of many 
feet. 
Then 
he lazily got 
up, 
yawned and stretched himself, 
as 
much 
as 
to 
say, 
panto- 
mimically: 
“ Thank goofiness, another 
day’s gone.” 
Just at that moment one 
of the wind-jammers of the band, with 
whose instrument something had been 
wrong all the evening, and who hail re­ 
mained in his scat punching and blow­ 
ing into it after his com railes had gone, 
blew a loud blast that iii the gathering 
stillness seemed extraordinarily loud. 
T he old lion wheeled around and glared 
savagely in the direction whence tho 
sound came. 
A couple of tigers sprang 
up from apparent slumber with the same 
malevolent expression, and even the 
hyenas stopped lighting long enough to 
stare with mingled inquiry and fury to­ 
ward the belated musician. 
The" dis­ 
turber departed suddenly, all the gas 
jets went out together, and only the 
clear, ghastly, bluish-white illumination 
of the electric light remained. 
The fe­ 
line animals again stretched themselves 
on the floors of the dens, the lions in 
regular and dignified attitudes, and the 
tigers, leopards and panthers twisting 
themselves into all sorts id queer con­ 
tortions to get their eyes away from the 
light. 
For a while the antelopes ami 
the dwarf cattle stood up ami ate flay, 
with a manner of contentment they had 
not worn during the day. 
One by one 
they dropped down on the floors of 
their cages and seemed to sleep. 
Gen­ 
erally, they lay with their legs doubled 
under them, ss if iii readiness to make 
a spring, but the “ honied horse,” or 
gnu, winch Tody Hamilton says “ is 
chiefly remarkable 
for the singular 
unanimity with which compositors, in 
setting up advertisements and notices, 
always spell his name gun,” had a 
emeer way of coiling himself up like a 
dog. 
Three or four hours later the electric 
lights suddenly ceased to glow, and then 
only the patient watchers observed, 
here and there, long distances apart, 
small points of gas flames, burning 
steadily and only giving light enough to 
make the surrounding space seem more 
vast and darker just beyond their nar­ 
row circles of illumination. 
Those in 
the main division of the Garden seemed 
like glow-worms in an enormous vault. 
In the distance a watchman's lantern 
dodged, bobbed and glimmered like a 
will o' the wisp. 
And now a new life 
of activity seemed to have entered into 
the beasls. 
In the cages of the feline 
beasts greenish, phosphorescent lights 
shone in pairs, sometimes fixed steadily 
for minutes together upon the silent, 
motionless watchers, again flitting to 
and fro as the ferocious brutes glided 
noiselessly hither and thither in thqir 
narrow, iron-walled quarters. For some 
time all was silence. 
Then the distant 
watchman stumbled and awoke a thou­ 
sand echoes. 
In an instant tile gleam­ 
ing eyes in the cages were all in line, 
looking out, and every animal was still. 
Then, as the last faint echoes died away, 
a hyena indulged in the diabolical noise 
of his kind, which is common y called a 
laugh, and it ended in a chorus of snarls, 
howls, laughs, yells, scrapings of claws, 
aud rattlings of the hyena cage,ns its den- 
inrtno of the numerous 
fights by which they vary the monotony 
of existence. 
While this was going oh 
one of the lions expressed himself on 
the subject of the disturbance in tones 
like an asthmatic fog horn, and the oc­ 
casion for public sh aking was not let 
pass unimproved by either tigers, leop­ 
ards, panthers, jaguars or catamounts. 
The lynxes were quiet, or else they could 
not be heard in the brief tumult. 
A 
tour of inspection near to the cages of 
th.* herbivorous and gramnivorous ani­ 
mals showed them nearly all standing 
up, with looks of fright, and some of 
them trembling. 
Only the plucky little 
avis deer had put itself in a posture of 
defense, with its head down for a charge, 
as if quite oblivious to the fact that its 
sharp horns have been sawn off to pre­ 
vent its jamming them through the 
wooden wall of the biess-bok’s quarters. 
The huge rhinoceri, both single and 
double homed, and the wart hog lay’ in 
stolid indifference to all the row. 
Once 
or twice every night, the keepers say, 
the animals indulge iii such a demon­ 


stration as this, but the uproai n^.c* 
lasts more than a few minutes, unless a 
storm is coming, and then the hyenas 
display an activity and fiendish jollity 
peculiarly their oflhi that keeps the whole 
establishment in a tumult all night. 
What the monkeys were doing could not 
lie seen, as it is necessary to keep their 
cages closed up lightly all the time that 
public curiosity does not compel them 
ti> be open, in order to exclude the cold 
night air. 
As far as could be judged 
from listening, mandrils, baboons aud 
several varieties of smaller monkeys 
were sound asleep. 
The anacondas and 
l*>a constrictors were much more lively 
than during the day time, disentangling 
themselves from the mass they made 
together when sleeping, gliding stealth 
ily about their cage, touching inquir 
I inglv with their noses the glass walls 
of their prison-house, and festooning 
themselves over the wire screen that 
i covers tho kerosene oil stove by which 
I their quarters are kept at tropical heat. 
; Within a great canvas enclosure, tho 
I mother of the baby elephant, having 
completely covered her little one with a 
huge pile of hay, stood swaying her 
trunk over it, and rocking from side to 
side, appearing to be doing a sort of 
pantomime cradle song, 
lier keeper 
says that she only lies down very late at 
night, when all strangers are away and 
everything is very quiet, and that when 
she does so she places herself in such 
a position, with her trunk touching the 
baby, that its slightest movement will 
awaken her instantly. Long before day­ 
light she is up again doing her fantastic 
dance, but moving as noiselessly as a cat, 
watching and waiting for tho little one 
to get up. 
Of all the herd of elephants, camels, 
dromedaries, llamas, guanacos, sacred 
cattle, ponies, aud other beasts occupy­ 
ing 
the 
large 
space 
under 
tho 
seats on the Twenty-sixth street side of 
the building, the most wakeful and 
watchful are the first mentioned. 
It is 
very seldom that they make any other 
noise than long-drawn puffs, that sound 
like stupendous sighs, but never do they 
all sleep at one time. 
From two to a 
dozen of them stand, as if oil guard, 
swinging their huge heads from side to 
side, toying with wisps of hay which 
they gather to toss into the air or occa­ 
sionally stufl’ into their mouths, while 
the others sleep. 
By an apparently 
well-understood arrangement 
among 
them, the guard is relieved from time to 
time, slumberers awaking and standing

up to swing and toss hay in their turn, 
while those that have been on their feet 
slowly lie down, roll over on their sides, 
and drop asleep. 
When a stranger 
enters their stable at night the watchers : 
never for an instant take their ev es off' ] 
him while he remains in sight. 
Two or 
three spotted coach dogs—animals for 
which elephants seem to have a peculiar 
affection, possibly because they have 
fewer good qualities than any other dogs 
living- -sleep in the hay under tho ele­ 
phants' trunks, and are never harmed 
or even touched by them. Two or three 
of the oldest and ugliest camels are al­ 
ways awake, not, apparently, to keep 
guard, like the elephants, but just be­ 
cause they cannot sleep, and hope for a 
chalice to show their innate cussedness.

T h e P rob ab ly F a ta l B e s o il o f a Mun­ 
day T arget b h o o t. 
An accidental shoot mg, which may re­ 
sult fatally, occurred near Newark late 
Sunday afternoon. Though the circum­ 
stances surrounding tho affair are some­ 
what peculiar, owing to the contradictory 
explanations made of it, there is little 
reason to doubt that it was tho result of 
an accident. Several boys were spending 
their Sabbath afternoon in shooting at a 
target in the near vicinity of Skavlem's 
farm, using a r’flo of about twenty-two 
caliber, 
aud as usual 
with wpm tiro 
youths, were not over careful or particu­ 
lar about the possibility of accidents. A 
Norwegian named Ole Vie berg, walked 
over where the shooting wes going nu, 
and had not l»een there more than a few 
minutes when he felt, shot in the head 
with a ball. Naturally horrified at the 
sight of their victim, the boys fur a time 
were uncertain what to do, but finally 
aroused sufficient courage to inform the 
neighbors 
of 
the 
untoward 
cir­ 
ca mutative. 
The 
wounded 
man 
was 
conveyed 
into 
tho house 
aud received what little attention could 
be afforded him by solicitous friends. Dr. 
W. ll. Palmer ain I Mr. James Mills of Dr. 
Palmer's office, saw tho man yesterday 
evening aud made a cursory examination 
of his wound, au l express the liolief that 
unless s|x»edy relief is afforded, it will 
terminate fatally. The ball entered the 
head near the tight temple aud passing 
back of the templar bone lodged in the 
orbit of tile right eye, where it can be 
easily touched, and possibly extracted. 
Tho operation necessary to remove the 
ball, however, will be a most delicate one, 
and though thoro is a chance of saving 
the man's life, he will beyond a doubt 
lose his eye. According to the story of 
the authors of tho mischief Vieberg was 
standing fully throe rods from the target, 
when a ball, glancing from a tree in close 
proximity to the target, entered 
his 
skull. This seems somewhat improbable, 
as Hie location of the tree woald render 
such a ricochet impossible, at the dis­ 
tance of three rods. 
Auntlier account, given by Vieberg 
himself is that he was rn his own yard 
not far removed from a clump of woods 
where the boys were, aud was not a spec­ 
tator at the shooting. 
Vieberg is a young unmarried man of 
about 25 years of age, and a farm laborer. 
No a r r e s t s have been made, a n d p r o b a b ­ 
ly none will be, as there appears little 
chanco of locating culpability.

Making Glass. 
In a description of tho San Francisco 
Glass Works u palier of that city said : 
“ The principal and most interesting 
]tarts of the works aro the furnace- 
rooms, where the glass is melted and 
manufacturt d by expert workmen. Tho 
description of tho new works will apply 
to the old. Tho new building is 125 by 
IM) feet in size, two stories high. The 
lower story is devoted to tho manufac­ 
ture and seasoning of crucibles. 
In the 
center is built tho large furnace, which 
rises from the floor of the second story 
in the shajie of a largo dome, about 
twenty feet iii diameter. 
At intervals, 
piercing tho walls of this dome, are 
oi>euing8 about nine 
inches square, 
giving access to tho interior, in which, 
amid a fierce fire, can be seen seven 
large clay crucibles, each containing cd© 
ton of melted glass, aud almost white 
heat, like their contents. Around this 
dome, on a raised platform, stand the 
workmen, each armed with a long, hob 
low rod of iron, one end of which Ahey 
dip into tho molten glass. 
A few turns 
winds upon tho tube a quantityof thick, 
molten material, which is then with­ 
drawn and held high in the air while the 
workman blows through the tube until 
the glass begins to expand. Then the 
soft bulb of tho red-hot glass is rolled 
rapidly over a steno to shape it properly 
for blowing, and then dropped down 
into an open mold, which the workman 
closes by a lever operated by his foot. 
When shut into the mold, a few strong 
blows into tho tube causes the glass to 
expand and fill the mold exactly. 
The 
mold is then opened, and a bottle, fruit 
jar, demijohn, or whatever the mold is 
intended to form, is taken out 
Tho 
connection of the bottle with the glass 
remaining on tho blow-pipe is broken off, 
and tho bottle, parts of which are still 
red-hot, is carried to largo ovens built 
around the sides of tho room, in which 
they aro stacked up. These ovens are 
kept heated while tho bottles aro being 
stacked; but when a sufficient number 
lias been obtained to fill the ovens, the 
fire is allowed to die out, and tho in­ 
terior is gradually cooled. This process 
is called tempering, and is necessary to 
prevent the breaking of the bottles by 
sudden cooling in the air of til© ordinary 
temperature. The rapidity with which 
the workmen jierform tho Gyrations can 
readily be realized when it is known that 
the works, in full running order, can 
turn out fifty gross of fruit jars per day, 
besides a large number ot bottles of 
different kinds. 
The sand, which is obtained in Mon­ 
terey, is brought to tho works in bags, 
and is then mixed with soda ash, lime, 
salt, maganese, cobalt, and arsenic, the 
mineral substances being used to correct 
the color of the glass. 
When dark glass 
is to be matte, like that seen in brandy 
liottles, Mack lead, imported from Hun­ 
gary, is added. 
When tho ingredients 
have been properly mixed, one ton is put 
into a pot, and is melted through the 
night.

all manner of requirements, both os to 
subjects and the way of treating them. 
Tile apology of those who furnish these 
sermons is that the people who hear 
them preached will have the advantage 
of listening to far better sermons than if 
tho preachers who use them had deliv­ 
ered discourses of their own manufac­ 
ture.
